Ono of the most sensational cases of the 
times is now occupying the attention of the New 
York city authorities. It is a case most henious 
in its nature; but, thanks to the efficiency of our 
detective system acting under direction of 
Chief Inspector Byrnes, all of the persons 
known to have been in any way connected with 
the crime are now in the hands of the authori- 
ties. 

Annie Goodwin, a fascinating, though some- 
what indiscreet cigarette maker, loved two 
young men, Gus Harrison and Andrew L, Fan- 
ning. It is claimed that she was seduced by 
the former, who then abandoned her. In any 
event, she became enciente, and while in that 
condition, and fearing exposure, she sought a 
home with a Mrs. Shaw. A Dr. McGonigal, 
whose reputation the police claim is not of the 
host, attended the girl. Whether or not he per- 
formed an operation upon her the courts will 
be called upon to decide. The girl died. Al- 
most immediately after her death, MeGonigal, 
through pity for her, he says, called at the Shaw 
woman’s house in the dead of night, wrapped 
the body of the pretty little girl in a blanket, 
carried it down stairs to his gig, which was in 
waiting at the door, crammed it under the seat 
and drove hastily to the establishment of Un- 
dertaker Merritt. The undertaker took charge 
of the body, and it was carried across the river 
to Long Island and buried, a permit, under a 
fletitious name, having been obtained from the 
Health authorities for its interment. 

A shrewd detective obtained an inkling of the 
matter, and Chief Byrnes’ system was soon in 
good working order, with the result that -Dr. 
MecGonigal, his assistant, William Davidson, 
Mrs. Shaw, Gus Harrison, Undertaker Merritt, 
Andrew Fanning and Sadie Traphagen, a for- 
mer companion of the victim, were soon be- 
hind the bars.

FOUR FOUND GUILTY.

One of the most henious crimes on record was 
brought to light during the week in this city, and if 
there is any justice in the metropolis, and there is, it 
it will be dealt out with unstinting hand to the perpe- 
trator or perpetrators and to their accomplices before 
and after the fact. ' 

On Friday, July 18, while a gentleman was riding 
down town on a Second avenue °L” train, he over- 
heard a young man and & young woman talking loud- 
ly. Drawing nearer he heard the young ,wO.nan men- 
tion the name ‘Annie Goodwin,” and then heard her 
gay: 

“Her lover got her into trouble,” said the young 
woman, “‘and she went to the doctor and she died, and 
she was buried under a false name before she'd been 
dead. an hour. Yes, it’s true; and it was only last 
week, She lived in the Storm King flatein One Hund- 
redand Twenty-sixth street, and her chum is a girl 
named Traphagen. She’s going around now weariuy 
Annie’s clothes.” ’ 

The fact of the mysterious conversation was reported 
at the East One Hundred and Twenty-sigth street sta- 
tion, and Detectives Price, Mott and Rogs were imme- 
diately placed on the case. It did not ta¥e long for the 
Vidocgs to ascertain that Annie (ivo. wig had lived for 
nearly two years with a family named Traphagen in

the Storm King flats in East One Hundred and Twenty- 
sixth street; that she was no longer living there, and 
that no one knew where she was living. She had dis- 
appeared very suddenly within a month. Annie had 
been working in Thomas Hall's cigarette factory in 
East Thirty-seventh street. Mrs. Traphazen keeps & 
boarding house. Her daughter Sadie was Annie’s par- 
ticular friend, and the neighbors were certainly talk- 
ing because Sadie was now wearing Annie’s dresses. 
This looked as if the talkative young woman in the 
train had not been talking entirely at random. 

The detectives then ascertained that one Augustus 

Harrison, twenty-six years old, of No. 23 West One 
Hundred and Twentieth street, had been “keeping 
company” with the girl. They knew him very well. 
He isa Harlem “young man about town” who lives 
With his parents, does nothing, and always has lots of 
Money. Harrison’s father, Charles D. Harrison, is a 
Fetired builder, said to be wealthy. He built a good 
ludny of the big gas houses. He and his wifeare now 
iW Lurope. Augustus Harrison told the detectives 
that ifanybody knew anything about Annie Goodwin 
It Was Sadie Traphagen. He denied absolutely that 
he knew where the girl had, Zone. He said that Annie 
hal an elder married s.ster, a Mrs. Halliday, who 
lived on the top floor of 304 East One Hundred and 
TwWenty-sixth street, and that he used to visit her 
there, Annie had lived with this sister before she 
Went to live with the Traphagens. The detectives 
Suusht out Sadie Traphagen and Mrs. Halliday. Mra. 
Halliday said that Annie had left her father’s home 
because ofa quarrel, and that she had then come to 
live with her, Mrs, Halliday, but that she had departed 
because she, Mrs, Halliday, had objected to Annie's 
keeping company with Gus Harrison. Annie had been 
told that Harrison was visiting her for no good, and 
had replied that she was able to look out for herself. 
She had then left. Sadie Traphagen at first could give 
40 Information regarding the dead girl, but admitted 
baving worn her clothes. 

Atthe Health office the searchers for information 
iscertained that among the death certificates given in 
Harlem recently, one certified that Jane Wilbur. 
‘wenty-nine years old, married, a saleslady, had died 

y’nJuly 11, in the tenement house 239 East 108th 
treet, of inflammatory rheumatism, which affected 








| home, and he left word for the doctor to come. The 





John and Sarah Wilbur, born in England, living r 
years in this country, and one year in this city.” Both 
parents were said to be now in England. The under-: 
taker was C. Merritt, of 123 East 120th street. The: 
woman was buried on July 13 in St. Michael's Ceme.. 
tery, Astoria.’ : 

Back went the detectives to the tenement house 239, 
Fast 108th street, where “Mrs. Wilbur” had died. 
They fourd that no such woman had died there or. 
lived there. They went to Undertaker Cornelius Mer- 
ritt, and Merritt told them the following astonishing 
story : . i 

“Dr. McGonigal came to me a week ago Saturday 
afternoon and told me he wanted me to bury a poor 
patient of his. He said the patient was a woman who 
died alone and very destitute. He wanted me to bury 
her as cheaply as I could. I said I would, and then he 
said he would bring the boly to my shop himeelf if [ 
wanted him to, in order to save expense. I agreed tu 
this, and said I would take the job for $25. About 11 


o’clock on Saturday night I was awakene.l by a pull at j 


my bell. L went tothe door, and there was Dr. Mc- 
Gonisal’s gig, and his colorel boy at my dvor bell. 1 
opened the door, and the boy said they had come with 
the woman's bo.ly. ‘Shen he went back to the wig, 
where the doctur sat, and pulled eut a long bundic 
wrapped up ina quilt. He lugged the body into the 
house, and we put it in a coffin that I had ready. On 


Monday afternvon I took the body to St. Michael's ' 


Cemetery and had it buried there in a grave that I had 
purchased. I paid $12 for the grave, and it was No. 
61, Range 15, Plot 1, in the cemetery. I don't know 
where the woman lived or how she died or what she 


-died of, or cnything about the case, except what Br. 


McGonizgal told me.”’ 

Doctor McGonigal was known to be what is called 
“shady.” He had been arrested on several occasions 
for unlawful practices. It didn't take long to hgvo 
Gus Harrison, Dr. McGonigal and Sadie Traphagen 
under lock and key. Harrison admitted having becn 
intimate with Annie, but said he had no knowledge of 
the operation having been performed. He admitted 
having-given her suins of money and said that after 
she had left the ‘lraphagen house she had gone to 
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could. [deny absolutely that I had anything to do 
with any criminal operation.” . 

Later on Undertaker Merritt and William Davidson, 
McGonigal’s driver, were arrested. Merritt said that 
the body had been brought to him by the doctor in his 
xix before daylight, and that he had taken charge of 
it. He said that he had trusted McGonigal entirely in 
the matter, and supposed that he was helping him to 
doa kind act. He stated further that when the girl’s 
body was brought into his shop one side of the face

was very dirty. and the whole appearance of the body 
indicated that it had been ja:umed into «a small space 
somewhere, It seems likely thatin carrying the body 
to the undertaker’s Dr. McGonigal hid it under the 
seat of his gig. : ‘ 

The last person who is alleged to have had connec- 
tion with the case is Andrew L. Fanning, a son of the 
late Superintendent of Public Schools, of this city.

board with a Mrs. Collins, at No. 152 East 127th street. 
Sadie Traphagen, after her trunk had been searched 
and several articles of Annie’s clothing had been 
found therein, unburdened her mind. She admitted 
knowing of Annie’s condition, and that Harrison was 
the cause of it, but denied all knowledge of the opera- 
tion. She further stated that Dr. McGoniyal had called 
several times at her house, that she had visited Annic 
at the Collins’ boarding bouse and had afterward seen 
her at the house of a Mrs. Shaw, at No. 117 East 105th 
street, where she had afterward died. 

Coréinuing, Sadie said Annie had told her that Dr. 
McGonigal had conveyed her from the Collins to tho 
Shaw house in his gig. She also said that the doctor 
had endeavored to persuade her to sign Annie’s name 
toa letter to the effect that she, Annie, was all right 
and was in Je@sey City. 

The detectives then arrested Mrs. Shaw and Albert 
Harris. Mrs. Shaw told this story: 


**Dr. McGonigal brought the girl to my-house. Ho 
came to see Annie twice a day, and gave her medicine. 
Then he began coming three times a day. On Wednes- 
day, July 9, she was very low, and the doctor called 
about 11 P. M. From that time onshe sank until she 
died, a little after noon on Saturday, July 12. Ihave 
a little boy here, Albert Harris, and when the girl died 
I sent him for the doctor but the doctor wasn’t at 


doctor came about 4 o'clock in the afternoon and 
looked at the girl’s body. 

“* *Well, it’s all right any way,’ he said. ‘I'll attend to 
her and take her to her friends. Now youjust keep 
quiet and I will come for her, but it will be late to- 
night. Keep the door shut and don’t say anything to 
anybody.’ 


“The doctor came again about 8 o'clock in the even- | 


ing and said he would come later after the body. He 
again told me to keep very quiet and let no one in the 
room.” 

Mrs. Shaw said that about 2 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing there wasa knock on her door. She opened the 


door and in came Dr. McGonigal. Theold man wrap- | 
ped up the body of the dead girl in a quilt. The girl | 


had nothing on but her nightgown, and this wae 
stained with her blood. The little old Doctor got the 


body over his shoulder as well as he could and caz- | 


ried it down stairs. It isa very narrow stairway and 


there are many turns init. Mrs. Shaw helda lamp at | 


the top of the stairs and told the Doctor to be careful. 
How the old man with his ghastly burden reached the 
street in safety isa wonder. But he crept down slow- 
ly and softly, his knotted fingers tightly grasping the 
corpse. Shealso said that the doctor had paid her 
$10 for caring for Annie. 

Doctor McGonigal gave this version of the case: 

“When I was called to attend the girl at Mrs. Col- 
lins’s an operation had already been performed upon 
the girl.

EXCITING TIMES AT “SPORTING LIFE.” 





Owing to the widesprend interest manifested over the inter- 
national fixstic encounter between Joe MecAuliff:. the Mission 
Boy, of San Francisco, and Frank P. Slavin, of Australia, the 
former the claimant for the title of champion of the world since 
John L. Sullivan has retired, and the latter champion of Aus- 
tralia, we publish full particulars of the arranging of the match 
on July 14, at the Ormonde Club, London, furnished by George 
W. Atkinson, of the Sporting Life, London, the regular corre- 
spondent of the POLICK GAZETTE. The fact being widely circu- 
lated that McAuliffe and Siavin weve to meet at the Ormonde 
Club to arrange the long talked of match created & sensation 
in pugillstic circles, and the Sporting Life fuirly hummed with 
its professors. First came Fred Johnson, on the track of the 
Americans, and then followed Jack Burke and Toff Wall to dis- 
cuss their match in prospective, accompanied by Tom Symonds, 
Jack Harper, Jem Smith, J. Welland, Tiny Hawkins, Bob Hab- 
bijam, J. Moultrie, Mangle Hyams, F. Wyatt, etc. With their 
exit Jove McAuliffe and Billy Madden came upon the scene, and 
after a well-studied conversation left for luncheon. There was 
still another Richmond In the field, and his presence formed 
the only one connecting link required to complete the chain of 
evidence in the Slavin and McAuliffe cuse. 

Four o'clock had chimed just as Billy Madden passed the por- 
tals of the Sporting Life, and was son in earnest conversation 
with Richard K. Fox. 

Later on Robert Watson, Paul Pry, Richard K. Fox, Blly Mad- 
den aud George W. Atkinson engaged hansoms and were soon 
at the Ormonde Club, and on their arrival they were Joined by 
Charles Parsons, Mr. E. Bayley, Mr. George Knight, Mr. John 
Lewis, Slavin's manager; Mr. Goldberg, “Shifter No. 1,” Mr, 
Rushton, of Gales Mirror: Tom Binckman, Mr. Fred Motchi, 
Mr. Sam Blandford, Mr. Joe Maylin, Barnard’s nephew: Mr. 
Teddy Norman, Mr. W. Davison, Mr. J Ware, George Camp, 
George Bagnall, H. Start and A. Westley. 

A proposition now came from Mr. Fox as to the provision of 
the floves, and he kindly undertook to have them made in 
America and forwarded to England, so that the “Star Spangied 
Banner” and “American Eagle” will once more prove that 
“the States can lick creation.” with the assistance of ‘Spaniards 
from Erin’s Isle,” and, of course, ** Paul Pry.” Both Slavin and 
McAuliffe were measnred by Madden and Lewis, and the dimen. 
sions of their ponderous fists having been handed to Mr. Fox for 
transmission abroad, the herves for the first time sized each 
other up. They shook each other cordially by the hand and 
drinking good health, Slavin remarked. *‘Well, here’s success,” 
meaning, naturally enough, success to himself. McAuliffe’s 
rejoinder was—"That so. Let us hope we'll be as good friends 
when the fight Is over as now.” Meanwhile Mr. Temple was 
busy preparing the precious document, and the rivals and at- 
tendants were called to the scratch. First came Slavin, good 
humoredly, then “witness this my hand and seal,” followed Mr 
Piesse. Now McAuliffe stepped to the front like Ashcroft's 
“Solid Man,” and with his ** fist in his hand” inscribed his mon- 
iker. Last, though by no means least, came Mr. Richard K. Fox 
as Mac's witness, and when he had luded the c y tho 
well-known signature set us thinking of “Turn again Whitting- 
ton” and the wonderful and well-merited success of the boy 
from Belfast, who offers Billy Madden all the money he wants 
with which to back McAuliffe, and depend upon it he will keep 
his word. 

Little more is needed to complete the eventtul day’s proceed- 
ings. Firat McAuliffe “shouted” for the company, then Slavin, 
and flually came the last scene of all, and good night. 

Here are the articles: 

Articles of Agreement, entered into this 14th day of July, 1890, 
between Frank P Slavin, of Australia, and Joe McAuliffe, of 
San Francisco, whereby the said Slavin and McAuliffe agree to 
box thirty rounds, or any farther number should the referees so 
order, with four-ounce gloves under Revised Queensberry Ru'es, 
inaring not less than 14 feet nor exceeding 24 feet square, av 
catch weight, at the Ormonde Club, 86 Walworth road, London 
during the first week in October, 1890, for a purse of the value of 
one thousand pounds and the “Police Gazette’? champiorship 
belt, representing the heavy-welght championship of the world. 
The men to be in the ring between the hours of 9 and 10 P M.: 
and elther man failing to be in the ring atthe time herein speci- 
fled shall forfeit to the other man upon his demand from the 
ring the sum of one hundred pounds now held as bail by Mr. 
Robert Topping, who is appointed stakeholder Messrs. B. J 
Ancle and George Vize are hereby mutualy agreed tq act as 
referees. Mr. William Innes {is hereby mutually agreed to 
act as official timekeeper, and each man to be allowed a time- 
keeper at the ring side. The value of the purse (£1,000), now 
in the hands of Mr. Robert Topping, who by his acknowledge. 
ment thereof nyrees to hand to each man upon his appearance 
in the ring the sum of one hundred pounds, together with the 
hundred pounds deposited as bail, making two hundred pounds 
for each man, and, subjec to the referees’ decision. the 
winner to receivo a turther sum of seven hundred pounds, 
and the loser one hundred pounds, It is further 
agreed that, in the event of the contest being stopped by what 
the referees may ¢ ider an org 1 interruption, they shall 
have full power to award a verdict in favor of the man who, in 
their opinion, is not to blame for the stoppage thus i. In 
event of any question arising which may not be provided for in 
these articles, the referees to have full power and authority to 
decide such question, their decision to be final and conclusive.

The New York Herald, July 19, publishes the following special 
cable anent the coming match between Joe McAuliffe and Frank 
P. Slavin: 











LONDON, July 19. 1890.

not receive fair play. 

The match is settled and sporting men are pleased. If Mc- 
Auliffe is the puzilist Billy Madden claiins him to be, and he 
should be a first-class jucdjze, all may rest assured that the battle 
will be a desperate one and there will be a bank full of money 
bet on the contest. McAuliffe is the biggest pugilist ever seen 
in England since Freeman, the American Giant, came from 
America with Ben Caunt, of Long Acre, who was at one time 
the champion of England. 

If the second edition of pugilistic giants from America has the 
same good fortune as Freeman he will bo in luck. Freeman 
fought Bill Perry. tho Tipton Slasher. and the battle was fought 
in two rings, but the American finally won. 

McAuliffe has made a host of friends since he arrived here, but 
Harry Bull, Charley White, the Duke's Motto, Will Riley, John 
Junes and Jack Percival, who speculate, as you style itin Yan 
keedom, do not know at present what horse to back, becanse 
they have not seen McAuliffe box. Even if they did, It is doubt 
ful if they could get a line on the American‘s ability. They tried 
to when Jake Kilrain cam> here from America to fight Jem 
Smith for $10,000 and the ‘Police Gazette’ championship belt. 
and when he boxed with Charley Mitchell at St. James Hall they 
came to the conclusion that Kilrain was a dummy and they laid 
big odds on Sonth, only to ascertain Kilrain had practiced a 
Yankeo trick, pretending he did not know how to use his right 
hand, when he was a master with both, and was in every way 
Smith's superior. Lord Lonsdale has decided to use his influ- 
ence and do all he can for the American, and McAuliffe will 
train on his lordship’s estate. where Dixon trained.

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THE DULUTH REGATTA. 


The Duluth regatta commenced at Duluth, Minn.. on July 21, 
and nearly 20,000 spectators assembled t witness the great 
aquatic contests. The principal race on the first day was the 
double-scull race for a purse of $1,900 and the professional cham- 
pionship of America. The purse was divided as follows: $1,000 
to first, $550 to second, and $360 to third. Four crews entered, 
vis.: Jake Gaudaur and John McKay, Edward Haalan and John 
Wise, John Teenter and and George Heemer and James Ten 
Eyck and Albert Hamm. The distance wastwo miles. Sporting 
men were on hand from all perts of the country and Canada, 
and they wagered large sums on their respective favorites. 
Hanlan and Wise were backed heavily by the Canindians, At 
the start the crews dipped their.oars into the water as if they 
were one man. In an instant the powerful stroke of Gaudaur 
and McKay told, and they forged ahead of Teemer and Hvusmer 
now a quarter, now a half, and now a. full length. From the 
start the struggie was most exciting. The crews followed one 
another quite closely in their order from the shore. The time 
was—Gaudaur and McKay, 12:28; Teemer and Hosmer, 12:32° 
Hamm and Ten Eyck, 12:333g; and Hanlan and Wise, 12:34, 
Hamm and Ten Eyck, according to Teemer and Hosmer, turned 
the former crew’s buoy, and Teemer has entered x protest. 

In the Junior single scull race the starters were: Nettleton, of 
the Minnesotas; Henderson, of Chicago, Catlin Club, and 
Thompson, of Winnipegs. Henderson caught the water first, 
but Nettleton soon had the lead, which he kept throughout the 
race, winning easily by two lengths, Thompson second and Hen- 
derson third; time, Nettleton, 10:49. 

The junior four-oared race was the nextevent. The Duluth 
four had the inside position. The finish was very close, with 
the Winhipegs first and Duluth seconc. As the Lurlines and 
the Duluths fouled, the judges decided the race must be rvwed 
over again. 

On July 22 the race was rowed over, ard the Minnesota crew 
won in 10 minutes 20 seconds; Duluth was second in 10 minutes 
35 seconds, and ‘he St. Paul crew third. 

Iw the junior double-scull race the Catlin Boat Club, of Chi- 
cago, Ill., won by six lengths. The Minnesota representatives 
were second. : : 
In the senior double scull race, crews representing the Minne- 
sotas, Lurlines, Winnipegzs, Cedar Rapids and Catlins started. 
The Minnesotas won hy a length from the Lurline crew, the 
Lurlines being three lengths ahead of the Catlins. and the lat- 
ter half a length ahead of Cedar Rapids. Time—Miunesota, 10 
minutes 65 seconds. ‘ 

The four-oared professional race created immense enthus!- 
asm from start to finish. There were five crews entered, with 
pagitions from shore as follows: Hanlan’s, consisting of Hanlan, 
Teomer, Hosmer and Wise with Hanlan as stroke; Ross's, con- 
sisting of Ross, Harty Vall, J. A. Kennedy and D. E. Murph; , 
tbe West Ends of Buffalo; Gaidaur's, consisting of McKay, 
stroke, Hamm, Gandaur ‘and Ten Eyck;-the Eries of Buffalo. 
After the first half of the down stretch Hanlan’s and Gaudanr’s 
crews were the only ones really in the race; the others ware 
merely followers in the procession. The Eries caught the water 
first, but the Hanlan crew soon forged ahend, tullowed closely 
by the Gandaur crew. There never was seen @ more exciting 
struggle than between these two crews, 

It was a race for blood, and both crews were straining every 
nerve to win. They neared the turning buoys-almost atthe same 
time, but Hanlan’s turned first, and pulled away on the home- 
stretch with a stroke which left the Gaud crew behind a 
couple of lengths. But the latter were only reserving their 
strength, and when the half-mile buoy was reached the Gau- 
daur crew spurted and recovered the distance between them 
and Hanlan, Then came the tooth and nail pull at the finish. 
Every muscle was brought into play as the Gandaur crew crept 
slowly ahead of the Hanlan crew until they reached the finish 
about a Jength and a half ahead of the Hanlan crew. The Erics 
came ina length behind, but the Ress crew was several boat 
lengths behind Erie. The West Ends gave up inthe race halt 
way back. The time for the winners who captured the first 
prize, $1,200. was 18:20; for Hanlan’s crew, 18:25. who took 
second money $600, the Eries made the 3-mile course in 18:31, 
and took third money, $300.

Ryan found it, and landed on Woods’ eye with 
his handy left, Woods soon afterward caught Ryan with his 
left on the neck. Ryan shot out a swift left-hander, catching 
Woods fair on the neck, and securing first knockdown. They 
clinched and fought at short arm range until parted by the 
referve, 

Round 3—A few marks showed upon each man as they came 
to the centre at the call cf time, but there was no serious bruises. 
Ryan led and caught Woods on the breast with his right, and 
Woods landed heavily on Ryan's jaw with his right. 

RounpD 4--The punishment each had received up to this time 
had no effect on them when they came up for this round: Here 
began the extra hard fighting, and from thison Ryan was not 
in it, althongh he made a dead game fight, and his punishment 
was most severe. A hard right-hander on the left Jaw put him 
almost out, and Woods followed it with hard blows and knocked 
Ryan down three times before time was called.

of England. Now, out of a hundred pro's, theone who couldn’t 
fake up some claim or the other to be considered & champion 
would be past all hope of recognition from his feliows or ef 
recompense from boxing patrons. There ate champions of the 
Meat Market, champions of Billingsgate, champions of the 
Borough toad and champions of Covent Garden. I suppose, if 
we only looked for them, we should find a champion of the main 
sewets and several champions of the minor pipe-drains; and it 
would be Ill indeed if we didn’t discover a champion of the dust- 
hole, Besides this, there are champions at every rate of pound- 
age, and even half-poundage.

Ture Duke of Portland has retired Donovan to the 
stud. The colv’s winnings on the turf amounted to $267,499,33, 
by far the laryest amount ever credited to a eingle rnimal. 


Tho Chicago Racing Assdciation finally dropped 
to Hankins’ funny stylo of running horseg. The in-and out 
runuing of tho cracks belonging to the Chicago stable has long 
been looked upon with suspicion. 


We cannot swallow Banquet’s record for one mile 
anda quarter. If Congressinan Scott's horse coulderun that 
distance in 2:05 on the Shoopshcad Bay track, then wo might 
believe he did tho distance in 2:03% at Monmouth. Watches 
never lic. 


Prince Royal won a capital race at Monmouth 
Park, N. J..1n July 19. Hocarned 123 pounds and beat a field of 
twelye running a milo, and won oasily by a length in 1:40, only 
haifa second behind the fastest time on record, made by the 
California horse Racine. 


Monmouth Park track is not popular, owing to the 
straightaway course, Hetting mon who speculate on the horses 
do not grumble so much as the public who merely go to witness 
the great equine contests. The track is made, and those who 
do not like it must put up with thelr dislikes. 


Pierre Lorillard lost a small fortune on Pagan re- 
cently. On July 19 Pagan started and Lorillard did not back his 
horse. Daredevil Fitspatrick , the jockey, put up $200 at 10 to 1, 
and he rode Pagan to victory. Pagan is 4 years old, by Mortimer. 
He carried 130 pounds, won by a length and a half in 1:41%. 
Take off 15 pounds and how fast would Pagan run? 


Racine, the fastest running horse for one mile jn 
the world, will probably again beat the record for ono mile at 
Monmouth Park. It he could run a mile in 1:3034 at Chicago, 
which he did and beat Ten Broeck’s long-standing record, how 
fast should he run at Monmouth on a track where horses nut ip 
his class are credited with running a mile in 1:40 and 1:41 ? 


At Chicago, on July 19, the race for the rich 
Wheeler Handicap was a big surprise, Teuton picking up 190 
pounds and making a star fleld look like a lot of selling .platers, 
he winning ina walk and beating the Western record at the 
distance, covering the mile anda quarter in 2:0644. The mile 
was run in 1:41. The reason he was such a long price was a false 
reputation of not liking elther weight or distance. 


Tho report. given out that Kingston, Salvator and 
Tenny will meet in # special sweepstakes at Monmouth Park 
during the present Midsummer mécting proves to be only a 
track rumor. Neither Mr. J. B. Haggin nor Mr D. T. Pulsifer 
have thought_of matching their colts against the Dwyer Bros.’ 
horse. Mr. Haggin, who left for Englan@ last week in order to 
purchase several more stallions for his stud ba California, left 
orders with Matt Byrne to the effect that Salvator is not to be 
started in a race until Mr. Hagzin returns from abroad. 


The proposed race between Belle Hamlin a: d Sunol 
mry be arranged. Belle Hamlin'’s best record for a mile was 
made at the New York State Trotting Horse Breeders’ Associa- 
tion races at Rochester, Ang. 27 of last year. Her record pre- 
vious to that time was 2:13%,and on this particular day she 
was sent to beat her record. She travelled a mile without a 
skip in 2:12%, the fractional time being as follows: 0:3454, 1:07, 
1:39%4, 2:123. Sunol's time so far is phenomenal. Oct. 4. 1889. 
she established a new three-year-old record in Fresno, Cal, by 
trotting a mile in 2:13%, Her two-year old record astonished 
the world, a mile in 2:18. The record still stands and is her best. 
time. Then, in November of last year, she trotted #« mile with- 
out a break in 2:1044, and she wasn’t feeling real well either. 


Salvator’s record of 2:05 for a mile and a quarter 
was beaten out of sight at Monmouth Park, New Jersey, on July 
17. It was in the Stotkton Stakes it was done. Banquet covered 
the distance in 2:03%, or a second and a quarter better than the 
record. 

The race was run over the straight course, so the fractional 
time could not be obtained, but it is safe to say the mile was cov 
ered in 1.39. or better. 

There was little or no excitement when the timers hung out 
the figures, in fact many failed to notice it. When the race 
comes that breaks the mile record it will rouse every one, for 
this distance has always been a thorn to record breakers, but it 
is sure to come down before the end of this meeting 1f Salvator, 
Teuny, Banquet and Racine are sent to do it. 


At Monmouth Park, N. J., on July 19, James K. 
McDonald, who owns Philosophy and Mattie Corbett, his side 
partner, stood to win about $20,000, Philosophy did not win 
and they pocketed their losses like Philosophers, Just before 
the race wasrun Jake Shipsey, the bookmaker and broker of 
New York, stood on his stand, field glasses in hand, and re- 
marked to Joe Shipsey: “10 to 1 against Pagan appears to be 
a false price.” “Yes, itis three te one, 1-2-3, and Pierre Loril- 
lard backed him to win a barrel of money the other day,” sald 
Joe, “and Fitzpatrick ix up. Twill take a flyer on him,” and 
quicker than a flash Shipsey went around shouting “100 each 
way, Pagan,’ and his fraternal brethren couk! be heard in- 
structing their clerks , “$1,000 to $100,” and “$300 to $100, Pagan.” 
The horse won and little Jake landed about $15,000.
